San Fbancisco, Nov. 25.— (By Bteamer 
from Pekin)— The North China News 
announces that it is the intention of the 
Emperor to appoint Li Hung Chang to 
the poet of reorganizer of the whole im- 
perial navy, and that the program mo is 
to build within live years' time 
six large battleships, twelve first 
class armored cruisers and twenty second 
and third clast: cruisers. It further 
says that Li was greatly struck with the 
torpedo destroyers he saw in England, 
and tho result will he that the govern- 
ment will he advised to buy ;t regular 
flotilla of these fast boats for the new 
Chinese navy. It is further asserted 
that Li has promises from hankers in 
England to provide this money in re- 
utrn for railwny concessions. 

Thu new commercial treaty between 
Japan and China embodies all the 
privileges hitherto enjoyed by subjects 
or citizens of the western powers in 
China, under whatsoever treaty or con- 
vention obtained. It also secures to 
Japan the customs tariff now in force, 
so that China cannot by special arrange- 
ments with western states make any 
change to which Japan is not a consent- 
ing party. It is positively stated that 
immediately before the departure of tho 
Russian representative from China on 
.September 17 he succeeded in conclud- 
ing with the Chinese government a con- 
vention of great importance. It gives 
Russia the right to' carry the Trans- 
Siberian railway to Kirin from two 
points — namely, Westward from some 
Bttition in Siberia, and Eastward 
from Vladivostock. It provides that 
the Chinese system of railroads 
into be brought into connection 
with that of Russia, to which end, 
should China find it inconvenient to 
construct her contemplated lines from 
Kirin to Shanichuran and 1'ort Arthur, 
she may delegate the task to Russia. 
It commissions Russia to provide for the 
security of any lines built, by sta- 
tioning troops along their route. 
It provides that lines forming part of 
Russian system but running through 
Chinese territory ehall bo purchaseable 
bv China after a period of thirty years, 
and that lines forming part of the Chi- 
nese system, bdt built by Russia at 
China's request, shall be purchaseable 
by China after a pttriod of ten years. It 
leases to Russia a portion of Kirin Chow 
and provides that in an emergency she 
shall have the use of Port Arthur' and 
Tallien. and engages that every facility 
shall he given to Russian trade anil 
travel. 



SOLI) LIKE SHEEP. 

Natives of the New Hebrides Subjected to 
Great Outrages -What Is to Be Done? 

Sydney-, N.S.W., Nov. 25.— Reports 
have been received from the New He- 
brides, lying west of Fiji, that the na- 
tives are being sold like sheep for from 
CO to £10 per head, and that many are 
subjected to great cruelties. The New 
Hebrides are under joint Anglo-French 
control. The New Hebrides Company, 
which litis large interests in the islands, 
last year sent a deputation to Sir T. Mc- 
Ilwraith, the colonial treasurer oi 
Queensland, complaining of this joint 
control, and suggesting that Sir W. Mc- 
Gregor, administrator of British New 
Guinea, should also have jurisdiction 
over the New Hebrides. 

Sir T. Mull wraith said that the only 
solution lay in tho annexation of the is- 
lands by Great Britain or in tho estab- 
lishment of a protectorate over them. 
There is a British high commissioner of 
the West Pacific who has jurisdiction to 
settle disputes between British subjects 
living in these islands and others. The 
Anglo-French control ivas fixed by a 
convention between Great Britain and 
France on October 24, 1S8T, at which it 
was agreed that protection ol" persons 
and property in tho New Hebridies 
should bo secured by means of 
a mixed commission composed of na- 
val officers belonging to the English and 
French naval stations in the Pacific.

I want to 
give you a hist hug, my darling, my 
angel. Bother! I am beginning to cry." 

flic Eurl said this wan simply an ex- 
pression at thetimeof his feeling for the 
mother of the lady whom he was about 
to marry. 

Replying to further questions the 
witness said he presented Lady 
Scott in 1889 with Thomas a'Ketn- 
pi8' Imitation of Christ because he 
thought it, would be useful. She often 
told him she would like it. There was 
inscribed on the fly leaf: " To my dear 
3o, truest woman, most faithful friend 
have known, from her loving I' rank." 
This language, the Karl added, -;ns sin- 
cere then, but somewhat exaggerated. 

The following letter to Lady Scott, was 
read: " Uod likes you, my iear one. 
God keep you safe always. Ub ! dearest, 
I cannot write any more, 1 cannot see 
the paper. . . . Good night my 
darling."

—May Be Recalled. 



Reign of Terror in Guantauarao- 
Hubscriptions to Increase the 
Spanish Navy. 



Havana, Nov. 25.— The unexpected 
arrival hero of Capt. -General Weyler 
from the province of Pinar del Rio with- 
out having boon successful in bringing 
about an engagement of any importance 
with the insurgents under Antonio 
Maceo ia causing considerable comment, 
and there are many rumors in circula- 
tion. On one side it ia asserted that 
Weylei'd return means lie will shortly 
return to Spain on some plan or another. 
This is denied. However, the impres- 
sion prevails that there will shortly ho 
important changes here. La Lucha's 
correspondent in the field had an inter- 
view with the captain-general previous 
to tho latter'd arrival from .Artemisia. 
From statements the captain-general is 
said to ha' o made it ie gathered that he 
will nn. resume personal charge of tho 
campaign againsl the insurgents in Pinar 
del Uio. 

The captain general was asked for his 
opinion as to Uie course of the cam- 
paign, and said : " I am content with it. 
We entered the hills of liubi hoping tu 
give battle to the combined insurgent 
forces, and you know tho result. They 
went southward, much to o;k regret. 
Nevertheless our columns in two divi- 
sions arrived without tiring a shot, and 
saw only one band of about 150 insur- 
gents in tho woods near Sau Luis." 

The captain general was asked if he 
knew the whereabouts of Antonio Maceo 
at present. He answered : " His where- 
abouts are not known. The truth h 
that the insurgents were not found in 
the mountains nor on the plains. Never- 
theless they boast that our troops always 
tly before them." 

G»;u. Weyler was then asked if many 
cattle remained in the part ot Pinar del 
IJio which he had visited, and" he said; 
" Not many. Only a few bullocks and 
calves remain, 'i'lie insurgents have 
killed many, and the Spanish columns 
will finish the rest." 

Speaking of his movements since leav- 
ing Havana, the captain-general explain- 
e 1 that he had been all over tho moun- 
tains and had camped several sights in 
the wands. From other sources it had 
been staled that he had frequently 
been without his regular meals 
and siept in the rain. The corre- 
spondent asked the captain-general how 
the Spanish soldiers had behaved 
and whether they had shown the 
right spirit. lie said: "The men are 
content and show themselves courage- 
ous at every opportunity of lighting 
against any odds. The result is satis- 
factory, although we have not yet fin- 
ished our work. But enough has been 
done until the end of the year. Iam 
now going hack to Havana."" 

" When will you return?" asked the 
correspondent. The captr-in general re- 
plied: "I cannot say what 1 shall do. 
General Minor will take cuirgeofthe' 
division as soon as his Dentil ia re- 
stored." 

The captain general also took the op- 
portunity to warmly praise Generals 
Kohague, Obregon, JBernal, Aguilar, Sna- 
re/, Ynclan, Hernandez and Velasco. 

In insurgent circles it is said their 
"leaders claim that the return of the 
captain general to Havana without 
bringing about an engagement with Ma- 
ceo is equivalent to a defeat of the 
Spanish forces, for the latter have com- 
pletely failed to carry out thu programme 
mapped out by the Spanish commander 
and lie returned here in every way un- 
successful, it is asserted that the plan 
of Maceo was to avoid an engagement 
with the Spanish troops, as he leels con- 
fident that the wearisome campaign as 
conducted uy the Cubans must eventu- 
ally exhaust the Spaniards and bring 
'•;hout the concessions of all or nearly all 
oi uie demands of the insurgents. 

The city c: tncil has subs :ribed $25,- 
000 as a patriotic donation to the wound- 
ed, and the military clubs subscribed 
sJUU monthly for the same purpose. 

Col. Rise,. it is reported, has lifted the 
siege ot the town of Ranchuelo and 
Chambas, near Ciego Avila, which are 
■ in the Jucaro trocha, in the western 
portion of Puerto Principe. He had sev- 
eral engagements at Cairo, Oeni/.o and 
tiabriele, and had a decisive fight with 
insurgent bands united under Rimeros. 
Tho insurgents left nine killed and re- 
tired with many wounded. Jn the last 
light which General Oastellanos had 
with the insurgents, the body which 
acted as an escort to Maximo Gomez 
suffered a loss of 40. 

The report of the death of Serafin San- 
chez, the insurgent leader, appears to be 
fully confirmed. Advices f >tn the pro- 
vince of Santa Clara say that his family 
have gone into mourning. Capt.-b' sneral 
Weyler has telegraphed to General 
Arolas, saying that he is satisfied with 
his activity and that of his troops in de- 
fence of the military line, adding that 
steps will he taken to answer his wishes 
in every respect. At Cliivos. province 
of Matanzas, the insurgents recently 
kidnapped a well known resident named 
Mauricio Suarez and his ransom not be- 
ing procurable the man was hanged. 

Madrid, Nov. 25.— A dispatch to the 
Imperial from Havana says in an inter- 
view General Weyler stated that he re- 
turned from the province of Pinar del 
Rio owing to the necessity of settling 
the question of a new issue of notes by 
the Spanish bank and other urgent 
matters. After these were settled he 
would be ready to return to the field. 

Several leading newspapers of Madrid 
are very bitter in their criticism of the 
return of General Weyler to Havana and 
declare him to be morally ruined. All 
these papers demand that General 
Azearraga, minister of war, be sent to 
Cuba at once to supercede General 
Weyler. 

It is stated here that subscriptions of 
Spaniards in Brazil and Argentine to- 
wards a fund to bo raised to increase thu 
strength of tho Spanish navy, now 
amoun - . to over u million piestas. 

The Premier was questioned to-day c/n 
t he subject of the contradictory reports 
circulating as the result of the unex- 
pected return of the captain-general of 
Cuba, General Weyler to Havana from 
Pinar del Rio, where he had been per- 
sonally conducting the operations of the 



Spanish troo'pB against the insurgents 
under Antonio Maceo. The Spanish 
Premier Baid in substance that thero was 
no truth in tho report that General 
Weyler had been recalled and it was 
equally untrue that Ins recall was con- 
templated. On tho contrary, ho added, 
the government has given Geueral Wey- 
ler a free baud iu the ta6k of suppress- 
ing the insurrectionand the ministers had 
confidence that he would be successful. 

New Yoaic, Nov. 25.— The World thia 
morning publishes the following corres- 
pondence from Santiago de Cuba, under 
date oi November 12 : 

There is a reign of terror in Guanta- 
narao. Every night pacifiers w M<t«n 
from their homes, conducted to the out- 
skirts of the town and there butchered. 
More than sixty inoffensive citizens have 
been murdered in that Waj ,inue tho 
middle of October. 

Generals Linaret' and Gara del Rev, 
with 2,000 men, were defeated Novem- 
ber ] by Mendoza and Freire at .Bar- 
racoa, near Dos Caminos. The Spanish 
fled, leaving many killed and wounded, 
among the latter a colonel. The wound- 
ed, including the colonel, were cared for 
by some women living near. When the 
Spaniards afterwards returned from Dos 
Camin \s to get their wounded they ar- 
rested and shamefully treated the wo- 
men. 

On the 9th, tho Spanish Commander 
Arddanaz, with a largo lorce, was de- 
feated by Rebel Leadtr Torres near the 
wharf of Panes (Holguin), where there 
is a fort. The rebels laid a wire cable 
across the harbor entrance, so when the 
gunboat Vicente Tauez went to protect 
the Spanish column she could notget in. 
She retired in a shower of bullets after 
losing two men killed. The Spanish 
column again iougui. iLc '..». •„.>•.•.;;; ""l 
its return in Loma de Los Angeles, ana 
suffered considerable loss. Commander 
Garridos's guerillas and regulars weie 
defeated on the 10th by Brigadier Bonne. 
Garridos was severely wounded. Almost 
the entile force of the guerillas joined 
the rebels. 

General Weyler's order to send fire- 
men to the field has produced a result 
just contrary to his expectations. Of the 
bOO colored iiremen who left Havana for 
Pinnr d«l Rio, November 7, 90 have join- 
ed the rebels at the first chance. 

A selection oi 150 firemen of Santiago 
were ordered to be ready to take the 
field yesterday. Forty disappeared the 
night before laat, taking their arms and 
ammunition. They had joined the robe" 
force of Col. Vega. 

Twenty-live Manzanillo Iiremen, with 
a lieutenant, did likewise as soon as they 
got the order to be ready for service. 

Washington, Nov. 25.— The state de 
partment has received absolutely no in 
formation of an;- kind from Havana or 
elsewhere concerning the report that 
the Competitor prisoners have been trier 
by a summary and secret court martial 
Under these circumstances no statement 
can be made at the department con 
coining the report, but in view of the 
plain provisions of our treaty and also 
the clear requirements of the domestic 
laws of Spain, the officials are loth to be- 
lieve that the report is correct. Under 
our treaty with Spain tiicre is a provi- 
sion for public trials and the full repre- 
sentation of accused by counsel. It is 
believed, in view of these provisions, 
the authorities at Havana would not 
make such a flagrant breach of the law 
as the report alleges. 

The dispatch from Jacksonville, Fla., 
reciting that a cipher telegram had been 
received from Havana, which stated that 
"General Weyler had been driven to re- 
turn to Havana through fear, is discred- 
ited here. The Spanish view of the re- 
turn of General Weyler is different. 
This, it is explained, would be true m 
any place in time of war. It is again 
pointed out that General Weyler is uot 
only commander of the troop3 but is 
governor-general of Cuba, and in Havana 
there is a large amount of tiscal business 
needing his attention. It is stated that 
in the campaign just made by Weyler 
the strongholds of the insurgents have 
been passed through and supplies de- 
stroyed. From the Spanish point of 
view the war department has resolved 
itself into chasing small bands of insur- 
gents about the country, but it would 
be absurd for the captain general 
to place himself at the head of one corn- 
pa::;.- of troops and follow etragtding 
bunds oi insurgents from onceover to 
another. As to tho assertion that Gen 
eral Weyler says it is too hot to light, it 
is said that the rainy season is not yet 
ended in Cuba and the movement of 
troops is still very difficult. From the 
Spanish Btandnoint there is nothing dis 
couraging in the return of General VVey 
ler. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 25. — Two of 
Maceo's lieutenants arrived yesterday 
with sealed orders for the junta at New 
York. The men stopped over here for 
a short time to confer with local leaders 
and this caused rumors of an impending 
expedition. The men left for New York 
last night.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 

This is Thanksgiving Day. HaveCan- 
aJians :is a people anything to be thank- 
ful for? They have. Peace and plenty 
have been vouchsafed to them. Very few 
in these days realize how great a bless- 
ing peace is. The British nation has 
enjoyed a very long period of almost un- 
interrupted peace. The Hri; T ah people 
of the?p days, therefore, Know notl.tnjr 
by experience of the cares, the anxieties, 
the Bufferings and the burdens that a 
nation which is compelled to fight for 
its existence has to bear. We read of 
the •' horrors of war'' without having 
any more than a very faint idea of the 
nature and the extent of tho.;e 
horrors. A war which drains the 
life blood oi a nation and which 
wantonly and rapidly wastes its 
substance is a very ^'reat affliction, 
lew, indeed, know how [treat, The 
people ol Canada and of the rest of 
the British Empire have good reason to 
be thankful that they live in peace and 
are not called upon to make the sacri- 
fices and bear the burdens that war re- 
quires, 

The blessings o; plenty arc many and 
great, and we Canadians enjoy a very 
large share of them. The harvest has 
been abundant and the great body of 
the people have either directly or indi- 
rectly participated in its benefits. Want 
may almost be said to be unknown in 
Canada. There have been bad times it 
is true, and many workers could not 
always find employment, but khuIi 
destitution as we read and hear of 
in other countries is not often 
found in the land we live in, 
and where it is found to exist there are 
always large-hearted and open-handed 
persons at hand ready and even eager to 
relieve it at all times. We do not believe 
that thero xa a country in the world in 
which the people as a whole enjoy more 
of the comforts of life and live more hap- 
pily than do the inhabitants of the Do- 
minion of Canada. This, if we are right, 
should surely be something to bo thank- 
ful for. 

Our country is, in spite of all the 
croakers say, prosperous. The people of 
Canada are not oluggards. They are, on 
the contrary, industrious and energetic. 
They are continually improving their 
country and availing themselves of the 
richness of its natural resources. The im- 
provements they make are, in the course 
of the year, in the aggregate, much greater 
than most people imagine. Jn British 
Columbia at this moment people are un- 
usually busy in developing its mineral 
wealth. Large accessions have been 
made to its population, and the pros- 
pect is that before next Thanksgiving 
Day they will be larger still. The pros- 
pects of the Province are indeed cheer- 
ing. Tho indications are that in the 
near future it will greatly increase in 
wealth, in population and in importance 
relatively to the otlior provinces of the 
Dominion. We should be thankful for 
all this. 

Individually people have their trou- 
bles and their losses, their sorrows and 
their bereavements, but when they think 
over their condition by far the greater 
number of them will gladly admit that 
they have much to lie thankful for. 
Then let us give thanks. 

THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE. 

The horseless carriage is likely to come 
into general use. It is found to be per- 
fectly manageable and can be usod in 
large cities where the traffic is very- 
great- Its sustained speed during a long 
journey ia better than that of the best 
horses. The expense of its maintenance 



is comparatively small. It eats nothing 
and can bo kept in repair at little ex- 
pense. The first cost of tho carriage ap- 
pears large, bnt when it is remem- 
bered that when a man buys a horseless 
carriage he purchases both horse and 
vehiclo the machine does not appear 
to be so very dear. It will get cheaper, 
too, liko the bicycle, when it comes into 
general use. This is what Harold Fred- 
eric says in his letter to the New York 
Times of a horseless carriage race or 
competition that took place in England 
a few weeks ago : 

No previous systematic attempt to 
interest the London press in a commer- 
cial project has evor been so successful 
as was that of the big motor-car promo- 
ters, and this fact largely accounts for 
the huge crowds that turned out to-day 
hero ami most of the way along the 
Brighton road to witness the opening 
race. Although this ancient thorough- 
fare strikes Americans ordinarily with 
amazed admiration, it was excessively 
muddy to-day, and tiie contestants were 
covered with mire before a fifth of the 
distance had been traversed. Almost 
everybody J know has the intention of 
owning a motor car some time, bnt this 
exhibition of the uuly racketing models 
hardly encourages an immediate invest- 
ment. They are all preternaturally ugly 
and look uncomfortable. I understand, 
however, that a commission has been 
given to a great archaeological artist— 
some say Tadema and some Poynter — by 
the principal motor company to design 
a lot of classical chariot forms for the in- 
vention. Till these appear ic wilt be 
used in England chiefly for goods deliv- 
ery purposnp. 

The Canadian Engineer expresses the 
opinion that much yet, remains to be 
done before the horseless vehicle can be 
considered a universal road carriage. It 
intimates that a proper regulating gear 
for speed and the necessity id' some plan 
for regulating and applying power for an 
emergency still present problems to in- 
ventors. Those problems will, ho doubt, 
be solved in the near future and the 
horseless carriage will before very long 
be seen on the streets and roads of every 
civilized country in the world. 



A DEFECTIVE SYSTEM. 

There can be no doubt that the change 
of a comparatively few votes in some of 
the less important states would have 
made Mr. Bryan, President of the I'nited 
States, although there was an immense 
numeri. v majority of votes which had 
been polled against him. The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner says : "Mr. McKinley, 
witli nearly a million plurality on the 
popular vote, would have been defeatod 
if about thirty thousand voters had 
changed sides." The Argonaut, com- 
menting upon this singular statement 
says : 

This is entirely true. A change of 
from thirty to forty thousand votes in 
the States of South Dakota, Kentucky, 
Wyoming, Delaware, ( Iregon, Tennessee, 
California, North Dakota, West Virginia 
and Indiana would have given (he elec- 
tion to Bryan. The total vote this year 
in these ten States was about two mil- 
lions. Thus a chance of two per cent, of 
the vote of ten States would have made 
Bryan the President, free "liver the cur- 
rency, and anarchy the law of this re- 
public. Even taking tho large popular 
plurality of one million polled by Mc- 
Kinley, it would apparently leave un- 
disputed the disagreeable fact that forty- 
five out of one hundred American citi- 
zens voted in favor of free silver. 

But while these aro facts, they are 
facts viewed from a Democratic stand- 
point. Let us look at them from an- 
other standpoint. Twenty-five States 
supported McKinley; twenty States sup- 
ported Bryan. The population of the 
twenty-five McKinley States is 45,426,- 
338; the population of the twenty Brvan 
States is 24,933,795. According to the 
United States census the wealth of the 
McKinley States is $47,3W,717,07(i ; the 
wealth of the Bryan States is $1G,6S0> 
384,884. The percentage of illiteracy in 
the McKinley States is 7.5; the percent- 
age of illiteracy in the Bryan States is 
22. Butting it in another way, the 
illiterate population of the McKinley 
States is 'i,40(j,97U ; the illiterate popula- 
tion of the Bryan States is 5,485,215. 
Vet the population oi the Bryan 
States is about one-half that of 
the McKinley States, while its il- 
literal population is nearly twice 
that of the McKinley States. The 
United States voted for .McKinley and 
sound money by an electoral majority of 
more than 100 out of -117. The McKin- 
ley States' declared for honest money by 
an aggregate majority of 1,000,000; the 
Bryan States voted for free silver by a 
majority of 500,000, or one-third that of 
the McKinley majority. Thus it was 
shown that, even in the Bryan States the 
sentiment for free silver was a qualified 
one. 

But the most striking fact in all these 
figures is that, the States voting for Mc- 
Kinley contained 45,000,000 of people, 
and the States voting for Bryan lees (loin 
25,000,000. Thus the verdict for sound 
money as against free silver is nearly 
two to one. 

These figures show that a very large 
proportion of the people of the I'nited 
States hold unsound views witii respect 
to the currency and money in general, 
and they also indicate tnat the I'nited 
States electoral system, as far as the 
election of President goes, is inherently 
vicious. There must be. something ex- 
ceedingly defective in a system of nom- 
inally popular election under which the 
candidate of the minority can be elected. 
A Canadian contemporary condemns 
the American way of electing a Presi- 
dent as stupid, butitis a very great deal 
worse than stupid. The majority of the 
electors have a right to place the candi- 
date for whom they vote in. the Presi- 
dent's chair. But by the system now in 
operation the majority, even when it is 
very large, can be cheated out 
of that right. When the issue 
is, as it was in the late 
election, a most important one, this 
possibility is so serious and may be fol- 
lowed by consequences so momentous 
that we are surprised that so intelli- 
gent a people as the Americans allow it 



to exist for a single year. Imagine what 
would have happened if Bryan, with 
nearly two-thirds of the population of 
tho United States against him, could 
command a majority of votes in tho 
Electoral College. Is it to be supposed 
that the great majority would permit 
the minority candidate to be inaugur- 
ated? We do not believe that they 
would. Making Biyan President after 
he had been rejected by a vast majority 
of the electors of the country would 
have been too glaring an iniquity to 
be peaceably acquiesced in by oven a 
patient and peace-loving people. 



THE KAISER AND KRUGER. 

It now appears that the congratula- 
tory telegram sent to President Kruger 
by tho German Emperor, on tho occa- 
sion of the defeat of Dr. Jameson's raid- 
ers, had no hidden significance. It was 
what it appeared to be — a message con- 
gratulating the President at having de- 
feated an invader and escaped what at a 
distance appeared to be a great danger, 
It was not intended to be either a snub 
to Croat Britain or an encouragement to 
Krugof lo take and to maintain a hostile 
attitude towards that country. It was 
Lord Lonsdale who made this statement, 
apparently on the authority of the Em- 
peror William himself. It is also said that 
Kruger bad previously asked the German 
Etnpercr to help him in case ho had a 
difficulty with England, and that the 
Emperor had refused to interfere. It 
will be remembered that there was a 
good deal said in England about the 
telegram to Kruger, and about the un- 
friendly attitude that the young Em- 
peror was said to have assumed towards 
England. It now turns out that there 
wore no grounds for believing that the 
Emperor hail any desire to attempt to 
check the expansion of the British Em- 
pire in South Africa, and that tho 
Kaiser, as far as the Transvaal trouble 
was concerned, had determined to follow 
the wise policy oi minding his own busi- 
ness.

THE " ROUND HILL " TRAGEDY. 

Mr. McCallum, the Managing Owner, Tells 
of the Fatal Explosion In the Mine 
at Illecillewaet. 

Mr. A. C. McCallum, the chief owner 
and manager for the Bozedown Silver 
Mining Co.. (foreign) arrived in Victoria 
last evening from Revelstoke, which 
town he reports as greatly excited over 
the recent discoveries of gold quart/, at 
tironnd Hog basin, 00 miles away, in the 
Big Bend country. 

It wan the mine in which Mr. McCal- 
lum is cbiefiy interested, the Round Jiill 
mine near Illecillewaet, that was the 
scene recently of an explosion costing 
the lives of Chris. Miller and J. Berger, 
the latter a married man and the head 
of a numerous family. The two men 
were alone in camp at the time and how 
the fatality occurred can only be sur- 
mised. 

A packer taking in supplies from Ille- 
cillewaet, live miles away, could find no 
trace of tiie mine buildings — only un- 
broken snow over two feet deep. He 
returned deeply mystified anil Mr. 
A. G. M. Potts, the co-manager, guess- 
ing the truth, went up at once, 
with a party of ten men. After trouble- 
some search they found poor Miller's 
head and some fragments of tlesh, which 
were given decent burial; no trace of 
Berger's remains were discoverable. Tin; 
supposition is that the two men bad 
taken the explosive from the tunnel, 
where it was usually kept, to the house 
for the purpose of thawing it out, the 
tragedy resulting in some mysterious 
way. The company have until now kept 
a paid force of men employed in a search 
for the remains, but owing to the deep 
snow without result. 

The Round Hill property has been re- 
ported on quite favorably by Mr. \V. J. 
Waterman, the company's manager, and 
is to be vigorously developed. Twenty- 
four and DO foot shafts have been sunk 
and a 40 foot tunnel run, and further 
operations will be initiated as soon as the 
weather conditions permit. * 

In Ground Hog basin, reached by a 
convenient trail and water route from 
Revelstoke, there are, according to Mr. 
McCallum, upwards of fifty claims 
already recorded, bis own being the Bix 
original claims, showing six to twenty 
feet veins of free milling gold quartz 
from which assays have been obtained 
running from $15 10 $112 in gold. Mr. 
Cobbledick, the representative of the 
Swansea and Liverpool syndicate, has 
invested in several of the neighbouring 
claims, which are to be developed in the 
Hpring; and a considerable amount of 
Vancouver and Seattle capital is also 
represented. Mr. MeCallum's present 
visit to the Coast is chiefly for the pur- 
pose of interesting capital in his hold- 
ings.

Grain charters have since declined, so 
that she could bo replaced for twenty- 
three or twenty-four shillings, which on 
the cargo that she would take away 
would amount to $4,000, a sum which 
would pay about all the expense of float- 
ing her. It is possible that sho will get 
around to Portland in time to save her 
November charter, but while this is 
hardly probable, it is almost certain 
that she will reach her destination in 
time to take advantage of the December 
clause in the charter.

Mr. Justice MeColl Delivers His 
Judgment in the Lawrence 
Case. 



Reasons Assigned by tlio Learned 
Ceurt for the Decision 
Arrived At. 



The J. A. Lawrence case, which lias 
■been r.bsorbing bo much of the public at- 
tention for the past few weeks, was- 
brought to a conclusion yesterday. 
Having heard all the evidence, Mr. Jus- 
tice McColl in the forenoon adjourned 
the court until 5 p.m., when he delivered 
judgment, the court room bein^ thronged 
with people anxious to hear the decision, 
lu the judgment His Lordship expressed 
himself upon the case as follows: 

" I have since the adjournment read 
over my notes of the evidence and the 
exhibits and have carefully considered 
the arguments of counsel, who very 
fully analysed the evidence ; but 1 have 
not found any reason to change the 
opinion which I formed as the case pro- 
ceeded. I do not think that I would be 
serving any useful purpose by summing 
up the evidence, in the view which 1 
take oi the result at which I ought to 
arrive, and I purposely abstain from do- 
ing so because of other proceedings 
which n e open to the prosecution. 

"Captain McCallum gave the most 
circumstantial account of the transac- 
tion, and I did not see anything in his 
evidence or his manner of giving it to 
lead me to think him capable of wilfully 
giving false evidence, though lie is ap- 
parently a man of strong feeling and 
prejudices. 

''On the other hand the accused pos- 
itively denied the charges against him 
and was not seriously shaken in cross- 
examination. He was also supported n> 
bis denial by the evidence of a nurubei 
of witnesses, some of whom at least ap 
peared <juite disinterested. The casi 
for the Crown as to the question at issut 
rests almost wholly on the evidence ol 
Capt. McCallum. 

"There was much stated in the evi- 
dence for the defence which I could not 
take as satisfactorily estabiisned in the 
face of the other evidence, if that were 
the question for me to decide; but 
though I do not think that the evidence 
for the Crown, and especially that o 
Capt. McCallum, is fairly opeii to all tlx 
observations made by Mr. Bodwell (fo 
the defence) yet after makii g 
allowance for such discrepancies aa are 
invariab'y found in all evidence, how- 
ever trustworthy, and after discarding 
much which sterns to me immaterial, 
yet there remains a residuum material 
to tuo issue, and particularly in the 
written portion of the evidence, as to 
which I am not satisfied with the ex- 
planation attempted to be given, having 
regard to some of the evidence for the 
defence; and I cannot do other than 
lind the charge not proven. 



TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 

,«l Motlier Cuts the Tn.-onts of Her Three 
Little Girls and Tries to Kill 
Herself. 

CnuiiALis, Nov. 25. — The details are 
at hand of an attempt at child murder 
and self-destruction never before paral- 
leled in the Pacific Northwest. The 
principal in the deed was Mrs. Ii. Swen- 
yer, and the victims were her three lit- 
tle daughters, the oldest only 5 years of 
age. Mrs. Swenyer successively cut the 
throats of her children, and then pressed 
the razor with which tlie deed was done 
to her own neck. The oldest child sank 
down and died, its jugular having been 
severed. The others, with the insane 
mother, are still alive. The tragedy oc- 
curred near Asbford, at a point in Lewis 
county. A letter, giving the account of 
the mother's deed, was written bv J. B. 
Kernaham, and was directed to Coroner 
Stricklin. It is as follows: 

" You will be notified by this letter 
that a tragedy occurred on Friday, No- 
vember 20, at 1 o'clock p.m. Mrs. K. 
Swenver cut the throats of her three 
children, and then cut her own throat. 
Tlie children's ages art; respectively 5 
and three years, and months. The 
one 3 years old is dead, and the oldest is 
not expected to live. The baby will 
pull through, with good care; also the 
mother, Mrs. Swenver. The mother 
and the oldest girl each have a hole m 
the windpipe, hut the baby has not. 

"Tlie husband was away from the 
house forty or fifty minutes, and when i 
he returned from the barn where he was 
at work he says his family were lyine 
side by side on the floor, with their 
throats cut, one dead and the other 
living. A razor, that being the instru- 
ment with which shedid theawful deed, 
lay by the mother's Hide. Her on I v cry 
is: ' Why did I do th ; s deed,' and stiil 
sue regrets that she did not kill herself, 
a? she intended. There is no doctor in 
this part of the country, and the only 
treatment that the family will get will 
be what the settlers can do for them, 
which will be very poor at best, as their 
meana of treatment of such cases are 
very limited. They will bury tlie chil- 
dren near the house. The tragedy hap- 
pened just four miles from Ashford post 
uliice, which is in Pierce county."

Appointment of Chinese Foreign 
Ministers— Hungary and the 
Hapsburgs. 



More Plotting in Korea— Return of 
Sir H. H. Kitchener— 
British Politics. 



London, Nov. 25.— A cable message haB 
been received from the Viceroy of India 
giving the amount of rainfall in the va- 
rious districts since November iS. The 
message adds that the prospects are 
thereby <;reatly improved in the Beccan 
ilietricts, markedly so in the central 
provinces, and sensibly so in the North- 
west provinces. 

The sugar planters of Mauritius have 
decided to join with those of the British 
West Indies in representations to the 
govern nie.it of Great Britain regarding 
the sugar bounties paid by foreign conn 
tries with the view of ''bringing about 
some counteraction to enable the plant- 
ers to compete more fairly with their 
foreign rivals. Delegates have been ap 
pointed to present the grievances in the 
proper quarters. 

Lobklo Fangle, Wu Ting Fang and 
Hwang Tsum risien have been appoint- 
ed respectively Chinese ministers to 
London, Washington and Berlin. Yang 
N'u, Chinese minister to Washington, 
lias been transferred to St. Petersburg. 

The trial of Bazin's patent roller boat, 
which it is alleged, would shorten the 
Atlantic passage to ninety-six hours, is 
expected to occur in the middle of De- 
cember across the English channel from 
Havre, in the presence of distinguished 
naval authorities and possibly of Presi- 
dent Fuure, who is interested in the ex- 
periment. 

The Duke of Orleans and bride, Arch- 
duchess Maria Dorothea, of Austria, 
arrived hero this morning. The greatest 
efforts were made to make the arrival 
the occasion for a Royalist manifesto, 
but King Leopold discountenanced it. 
The Duke and Duchess were met at the 
railway station by a few members of the 
royal family. The royal waiting-rooms 
in the depot were closed, and the travel- 
lers weru conveyed in ordinary carriages 
to t heir hotel where a few Royalists were 
waiting and presented them with their 
congratulations. The King received the 
Duke and Duchess of Orleans this after- 
noon. 

In the lower house of the Hungarian 
diet, tht presiding officer referred briefly 
to the Millenium celebrations and ex- 
pressed the loyalty of the house to the 
crowa. Baron Banffy, tho premier, an- 
nounced ihat Kmperor Francis Joseph 
would formally open tho diet on Thurs- 
day uaxt at the palace, whereupon De- 
puty Komkathy, a Kossuthist, stated 
that, he and his friends could not attend 
the ceroDtony, adding that the King 
ought to open the diet in parliament 
uoiise and not in the palace, over which 
the block and yellow Hag of Austria 
waved. In reply Baron Banffy said 
thero was no warrant for these objec- 
tions, hh no law obliged the Emperor to 
open tho diet in parliament house, and 
tiierefere J lis Majesty would open the 
session in the palace surrounded by the 
dignataries of Hungary. 

General Sir II. Kitchener, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Egyptian army, 
has started on his return to Cairo. lie 
lias had daily conferences with the of- 
ficials of the war office, for the last fort- 
night, and returns to Kgypt with in- 
structions to have everything in readi- 
ness for the Anglo-Egyptian Nile ex- 
pedition to advance lrotn Dongola to 
Berber and Khartoum in March next. 
The expedition will be strengthened by 
the addition of an armed steamer. 

According to a dispatch from Seoul, 
the capital of Korea, a number of Korean 
ollicers have, been arrested for plotting 
to seine the King anil force him to re- 
turn to the palace from the Russian le- 
gation, where he sought refuge some 
time ago. 

The Central News says .Sir M. Ridley, 
home secretary, will take the sense of 
tiie cabinet upon tho question of the re- 
lease of Dr. Jameson, leader of the 
Transvaal raid. 

A special dispatch from Berlin sayB 
that Dr. Carl Deters, German explorer, 
has written a pamphlet with a view of 
proving that the recent election in Die 
United States was largely influenced by 
Dnglish subsidies. 

The cabinet met at noon today and con- 
sidered the legislative programme of the 
government for 1897. 

In the Chapter house, Canterbury ca- 
thedral to-day the Rt. Itev. Frederick 
Temple, Archbishop of Canterbury, was 
formally appointed primate of all Eng- 
land. The quaint formalities of the 17th 
century were observed. 

A Paris dispatch says : "M. Antoni, 
founder of the Theatre Liherte, has re- 
signed the directorship because the com- 
pany opposes the idea of giving a hearing 
to a young playwright of the new 
school." 

The only particulars obtainable at 
present regarding the death of Carlo 
Campanini the great tenor, is that he 
died at his own home, near Banna, sev- 
eral days ago, alter a long illness. 

A dispatch from Paris says the senate 
committee on the senatorial elections 
bill almost unanimously opposed that 
measure, which provides that the elec- 
tions of senators shall be by universal 
suffrage. 

An actress named Mile. Cladeau has 
been swindled in Pari a out of £2,0(10 
worth of jewels by an American, who 
represented himself as an agent of the 
Watson Company, of- New York, pre- 
pared to advance money on valuables. 
Ho then decamped . 

The strike at the gas works, Bordeaux, 
which necessitated the calling out of 
soldiers to assist in the work to save 
the city from darkness, has ended in a 
compromise. 

Five hundred employes of a warehouse 
company at Bremen went out on Btrike 
yesterday evening. Tlie strikers de- 
mand ;?!» marks per day instead of 
•'I marks, which they have been receiv- 
ing. The company offered to compro- 
mise on a basis of marks 30 pfennings, 
hut the offer was not accepted.
